Huge Attack on Port Arthur. 


St. Petersburg, March 23.—The Emperor has received the following 
telegram from Viseroy Alexieff: “Lieutenant General Stoesselle re- 
ports that ai midnight of March 21st, Japanese torpedo boats were dis- 
@overed by our searchlights. 

Our guardship and fort batteries opened fire upon them. The firing 
Jasted for twenty minutes. At four o’clock in the morning the attack 
Was renewed. At 6.20 o’clock in the morning four of the enemy’s ships 
appeared from the south, followed by the whole squadron of eieven ships 
and ¢ight torpedo boats. Our squadron left then tc meet the enemy. 

At nine o'clock the enemy’s battleships opened fire on Liao Tisher, af- 


ater which they took up a position behind the rocky eminence of Lizo 
Tishen and bombarded Port Arther.” 
A jater dispatch from the Viceroy Alexieff to the Emperor says: 


“According to the supplementary report from Lieut.-Gen. Stoesselle the 
enemy's fleet consisted of six battleships and twelve cruisers. 

About nine o'clock in the morning the fleet divided, the battieships 
and torpedo boats taking up a position between Liao Tishen and Gotulina 
Gay and Pigeon Bey, while the cruisers formed up in two sections to the 
south and southeast of Port Arthur. 

At 9.20 the battleship Retvizan opened five over the crest of Liao 
Tishen 2gainst the enemy's battleships, which replied by firing on_ the 
town. Meanwhile cur fieet formed up in !ine in the outer road. About 
41 eclock in the morning the cannonade abated and the Japanese fleet, re- 
united; drew off slowly to the scuth west, and at 12.30 had disappeared. 

“During the bombardment five soldiers were killed and nine were 
svounded. One soldier on a ship was bruised.”

St. Petersburg, March 23.—The following dispatch was received from 
Viceroy Alexieff dated Mukden, March 2i.—‘Gen. Mistchenkon reports 
that on March 137th our scouts approached Anju and obscrved on the left 
bank of the Cheng Cheng River opposite Anju, entrenchments made bs 
the enemy. 

“It is supposed there is one Japanese division at Anju, and the remain- 
der of the first army corps is at Ping Yang. In consequence of th: 
report that two squadrons of the enemy have arrived at Park Chou, 204 
of our cavalry were dispatched for the purpose of preventing the enemy 
from crossing the Park Chou River. 

“Our cavalry found the Japanese squadrons on tho left bank of the 
river, but they withdrew. towards Anju on the arriva! of our detach 
ment without fighting. According to a report, three thousand of th 
enemy's cavalry occupied Pong Hyen on March Ist .

COUNCIL MEETING. 


The adjourned meeting of the city 
council was held in*the usual place 
last night. Mayor Short and Coun- 
cillors Cushing, Grierson, 
Ross, May and Picard were present. 

The street railway agreement was
